I-Ion. Mr. Uubs'Ui Huiuyht lhi3 bill 
should, now lluil the city was aa j.^(iod ao 
incorporated, be Houinunded as to empow- 
er the mayor and council to aayupon what 
streets, if any, tho L-oiiipaiiy .'ihuuld liavu 
tho right to lay down their tramway. 

Mr. Drake .said it would not bo fair to 
Ailc the oonipany to depusil any ^'nar mtt e 
when the option nf detiiuiiL; the mruuta 
rested v?ith the council, which if they re- 
fused to do, the work could not ooiumence. 

Mr. T. Davie asked if there was no lin- 
ality to proceedings of this kind in the 
house. A larf^e majority uf the house tho 
other evenini{ had tliinwii tho bdl out. 
Had there been cause for any radic.il 
change of opinion — for this sudden change 
of front '( It hoiioriiblo menibcrs had 
chinged tHeir inihdB,»eU undi^ood; if not, 
it was as well that it shi.'uld be known, 
lie would move that fno coiniuiitoe rise. 

Hon. Mr. Kohson said substantial 
amendmentB had boon iiu"ie ^'ivinij the 
corporation of the city authority to say 
whether the company should build its 
linos or not. 

Mr. MoLofiic thought the bill as it 
stood was worthy the consideration of the 
house.

Mr. MoLeese — There's one thing: 1 
don't vote with the ninjority. [Laughter.] 
I shall give the bill my support and think 
it deserves to be oarriod.

Mr. T. Davie said he thought legisla- 
tion of this kind was entirely premature.

Mr. Orr in a fen^ resolationofwhgrg^eB 
moved that tB^^«er>»*^flMeHHIf (31 a j)oi--. 
maiicnt site fol* tlie capital of the jirovinoe 
bo referred to a select committee to eonsist 
of Mcs.sr,s. Somlin, MeLeese, Kaybould, 
JtcTavisb ami the mover, lie al.so aaid 
that the mainland contained a very large 
areft of territory, the railway would in all 
■prGbability-thorou^hly^revulutioniKu the 
trade 'centre, and froin'a' biilitary point of 
view the capital of the colony should be 
placed in some position where it would 
be in a place of safety — he didn't care 
where, between tho seaboard and tho 
rocky mountains, where nobody could get 
at it. [Roars |0f laughter.] He thought 
honorabie.-|;ebelamen had h^d this resolu- 
tion before them long enough [Laughter] 
aiidconcluded by aaying with some warintti 
that he found there was a stronger sec- 
tional feeling in Victoria than anywhere 
else in the province, antl also hid re- 
marked that when anyone who came here 
and resided fur some length of time he 
became •iaibued..with tho same spirit and 
turned traitor to hia people [Itonewed 
laughter]. 

SeconUed by Mr ISemliii. 
Mr. T. Daviu could not ueo why a com- 
mittee should be named to select the site 
wheti tho resolution was so pointed, for 
it was evident the mover had framed it 
in regard to the lay thical city of Van- 
couver. Uo did not think there would 
bo many of the oiunioii^ of hia crack- 
brained friend on the right (Mr. Orr), 
who, he thought, was very foolish to in-, 
voke at this time uncallud for sectioiiaj. 
feeling. As far as tho location of the 
capital went, it was evident that there was' 
no place inSKS prpviiice for a capital like 
Victoria witfiTIts surroundings of Esqiii- 
tu^lt. ilo moved ill amoiidmont to strike 
out nil the wortls after "Capital of British 
Columbia" on thelGth line and add. And 
whereas the -Rrowth j3_fj the city of Vic- 
toria sin«e the saiil rttvolutioii and its 
present commercial iinp'nriunco have fully 
e.xoniplltied tlie wis4oin'^f thsJogislature 
in its choice. " 

.Mr. Heaven said tho change of aite for 
the capital would involve a very heavy 
outlay, ;nid a proposition of this kind 
must einaiuilo from tho government of 
theday. The resolution was oiitirely out 
order and he asked the speaker's ruling. 

Mr. Orr said tho previous removal had 
been efleeted iirimarily by resolution of 
two private meniberB of the legiblatiiro. 

Tho Speaker said there was no mention 
in the terms of union which provided that 
Victoria should be and remain the capi- 
tal. On the o'.her point ho thought the 
house could refer the resolution (which 
was worded rather unhappily, hciwever,) 
to a auleot oomm t oe if thej' ao chose. 

Hon. Mr. .Sinitho said that if the reso- 
lution had directly moved tho removal of 
the capital he was inclined to think that 
involving as it would have done an ex- 
penditure of m'bne^i TETwobld 'hive 'been 
outufordor. Apart from the ridiculous- 
nesH of the view, he noticed that the 
words wore "Bo it resolved that the mat- 
ter, otc." Now, what was tho matter] 
I'here were certainly a dozen allegations 
which the reaolutiou, might intend to bo 
matters t'd 'beldo'tVaider^dibv ja committee, 



but whidK 'fhe vwaB pirli^uJar matter to 
jje considered? Of course, the inference 
was apparent, but nothing specific could 
be positively gathered from tho grouping 
under the head of "the matter." Victoria 
was tho most commercially accessible 
place in fe. O.TTrfroint'iOassiar, C^ueen 
(Jharlotte's ial'an'S^^Thu&^fiVeunt'eRidents 
in tho Rocky mounrniTB wereglatJefibu'gh 
to come to Victoria. No one in his senses 
would suggest a change of capital, for if 
there was anything in the :\rgumont that 
a capital should b ! ait'iated in tho centre 
of a country the ''matter" might well be 

considered a contiiry, hence. lla.^did not 

think the ho'n.-me'raber' woiildi wish for a 
vote on the resolution and he was inclined 
to move tho previous (jiiestion. If it came 
to a vote ho should, it was needless to 
say, vote ugainat the reaolulion. 

Mr. Orr-^I don't" doubt that. 

Hon. Mr. . Robson expressed regret 
that his honorable colleague should have 
brought in this resolution, as it was evi- 
dent it would not tend to promote the ob- 
ject it professed to aim at. Indeed, it. 
was to be feared tho contrary effect would 
result, aa it would only tend to arouse 
sectional animosity without accomplishing 
any practical result. The amendment, 
ao adrtdtly niovod by the second member 
for Victoria city (Mr. T. Davie) would, if 
carried, seriously prejudice the \yhole 
t^u'ejtion ^n'd ipla0■e■^^lialri!ap'd'tne^lbers in 
a false position, and would really tend to 
defeat the object his honorable collea;,'ue 
professed to have in viovy. Aa wealth 
and population increaaeil on the mainland 
the capital would inevitably {^ravitnto 
thitheri but it v.ai) no^. by tlio untimely 
jntroduotion of st^ch resolutionB. that tho 
objeolj wot}ld be ifiirned. fife' hoped both 
the resolutFori "arfd" ai}iendiflent'^w6uld be 
withdrawn but, if pressed to a vole, he 
would certainly tiupport tho reuiilution; 
but he made an eii^nest appeal to honor- 
able memliei's. W Votte ' dbv?ri',t^a.,^lipend-- 
inent,' "~ 

Mr. rielgesen s;iid ihat if he had not 
kn )wn anything uboul the resolution \\q 
would have aaid on its being showip hini 
that it was tho v^rop'aud fro&k of someqri'e, 
[laughter j, and knowing it einsnated f rora" 
Ivlr.^Orr ho felt it was merely characteris- 
tic of that gentleman. [fjftughter^ In 
his opinion there vvaq ;;o contention that 
(loi'.ld hp vnadp in fayor of the removal of 
the capital, for yictoria was naturally 
adaptecl for it in' ovpry. Way, fhia was 
virtually the terniiau|f of^/^hf i\[orthern 
Pacific and in a aliori iinfle the Canadian 
I'acitjc would thiti itself too far inland and 
would have to coino to tl^o front and lo- 
cate its tgriniims. hep. It his honor- 
able friend in front K«d any money to in- 
vest jir^ Coal F^arboi: ho wquli^ fidvise hira 



to invest his small change first. [Liiugh- 
tor]. He could not tiuppurt thu resohi- 
tion. 

Mr. Pooley add ho was surpriaed auch 
a resolution should have been brought 
forward, as it was enly oaleulaled-trfj^jro* 
viva that horrid sectional feeling. 'Hon- 
orable gentlemen in their reuiaiksdid not 
seem to see any motive in the respliilion, 
but he did, — It was' a political dodge, 
i^cute I diseases, if neglected, bocame 
■chronicj,.and he saw that ifa remedy were 
.not given the ^Beaie^^|Jthe. honorable 
C^atleman it waul#hBcdb)6>s^^bnio iud 
kh'e would introduce this resoluitiu,!) every 
session.

Mr. ^VilHon said he conl^.not let tho reso- 
lution ^asB without os{t{|i^siQg^ bis opiuiou 
upon it. ' Hia first impression was that it 
was an eleotioueeriug dodge; If apt, then it 
was intended as a joke. 
Mr." Orr — It is uo joke. 
Mr. Wilson — Then it ia tho ouianutioii of 
a disordered intelltot. [LaugUtrr. J 'I'lie 
resolution pretended to embtaoo a knowl- 
edge of linauco, civil, tiiilifai"y and naval 
eugiiioeriug, aud tho houoirable mover had 
not brought forward a singly argument in 
sujfport of the resolution; btjt tho 'whereas' 
mia-^tatementsi in^ ' the preamble., Theio 
inii^bt hav? j Jieeni; flqine^ reason for snoh ,H. 
roKoIution six years since or some time in 
the future. It was too late as regarded the 
past, promalaro with ro.spect to the prKsent. 
No more imippropriato time ooiild have 
beau chosen for pressing u resolution In- 
volviug the e.x'peiiditnro of largo sums of 
money for a merely sentimental piniiosc 
than the jneaent, when with a deliiit iu the 
revenue, tho country was elainorinu for the 
expenditure of', money for much needed 
public works' au'il-lnipioveiuenla of infinitely 
more value to the pe.oplo t,o^ tho .people 
than the ch'ange'bfiicapitn^.r STbe' uioVer had 
ailvftiiecd one argument that only^'cxposed 
him to ridicule, uaiue]y,.ithat;be w^iited to 
put the eniiital where uo one would bo able 
to tincl it. It could not be said tliut Vieloria 
was detonot'lees from u niilitarv point of 
view, for if .so IJiirrard inlet was still more 
defonceles.4, and Kamloopa, the lasl pro- 
posed .selection, was open to an enemy on 
the laud. There was one remark 
:of the mover which he did not 
iutend to pass in Rilouoe. The bouonible 
ipbver aaid that "he would see what main- 
land members dure tosvoteragainst the re 
solution. Those who did were traitors 
to their oon-itituents " Ho (tha speiiker) 
was not afraid to go back to his constitu- 
ents in Cariboo and he intended to do so, 
and trust to their good, sound common 
sense to say that, wherever the future 
capital might be, that now was not the 
time even to diacuss a change. lie bo 
lieved his constituents would support thm. 
Ho was no traitor and. never botrayed hia 
constituuuta. ' fie never betrayed his 
friends. . m.- :• i . . . 

Mr. Beaven said the reaolutioo whb ono 
that should not take up the time of the 
house, for there was no tneinber of tho 
house who would advocate the ex|)oiidi 
tore of a year's revenue of the province 
to roinovo tho capital even to a better 
place in tho interior. Ono paragra|)h of 
the many whereases in the raaoiuli' n re- 
ferred to the teirminus of thu Canadian 
Pacifio at Burrard inlet. Now, that ter- 
minus was a perambulating one, it whs at 
ono place at Burrard inlet for a time, then 
at another, and then another, and, as the 
hon member for Eatiuitnalt had remark 
ed, by the process of gravitation referred 
to by the provincial aecroiary it would 
eventually bn at Eaiinitnalt. (Mr. 1)1111.1- 
muir — Hosr, hear.) The Nurthorii I'aei- 
Ou wore seeking 8 terminus uoarer the 
sea, and the Canadian Paoilic wouhl also 
bud it necessary to come nearer. 
It w;as bound to come. iiut 
coining down to facts there was an im- 
possibility in tho way of moving the capi- 
tal as the expenditure would not allow of 
any such move being made. There wore 
too many urgent reijuests for improve- 
monts in vorious parta of tho province. 
He would oppose the resolution . 

Mr. .Seraliif aatdif iih'e oijiitAPwereeifer 
chani^tjd from Victoria} 'he oould oBsure 
the honorable inttoducor of tho resolution 
that it would not stop oast of the Casoad.is 
[hoar, hear]. There were many desirable 
places in the .interjpri fpr-g capital city. 
There were inany in8|an99s,wheii cngjitals 
had been changed' fto'm' one part of the 
country to ^be^othey., , • 

Mr. OunniiiRh'ara'felfe lilco votini; for 
the resolution and amendment, lie oould 
not 800 any reason why the honorable in- 
troducer should bring in such a roaohuion 
which at liio present time was calculated 
to do a great deal of harm, in opening up 
old wounds and reviving sectional Reeling, 
now almost dead. --He trusted, tliat- both 
resolution and arhendirient would bo with- 
drawn. 

Hon. Mr. Davie trusted that botli re.so - 
lution and amendment would be with 
drawn, ttihaieoul^ see no good in either 
of them. The action was entirely preina- 
turie, and ao far as his constitutiiita were 
concerned they did not care whether the 
capital was at Victoria, Vancouver or New 
We.stminster. If thp capital were ever 
changed it woiild ceutt^inly gq east of the 
Caacadoa. Af ertheprsamblesjwhiehataled 
many things that the Tnembora of this 
house knew nothing about, what did it 
ond in ? That a cotnmitteo bo appointed 
not to report to this house, hut l» set- 
tle the Jfl^ttfir as to wheve the aite should 
be located.' ' This he considered tho worst 
piece of cheek in the whole .resolution. 
[Hear, hear.] He could not see with 
what intent the resolution wa^ introduc- 
ed — it must cither bo an oleotioncoring 
dodge iir the emanation of a disordered 
brain. He trusted that both resolutiun 
and amendment would be withdi'a>vii, as 
they weie only calculated to revivflooo- 
tinual feeling and Qj;civf. iyvllavipn, 

iV(f, (^tOiWi a|so thought both resolution 
t^ud uniQndmont unwise, and would cer- 
tainly vote against the resolution. 

Mr. MoLaoae referred to tho removal 
of the capital froi^^ K[8(V VYestminater and 
the Vt'ronu tVi"'' ^X^? then done, and this 
was the beginning of sectional feelin;,;. 
Being a mainlander at heart ^ ho would 
rocord hia vote {or Ihc vesoUuton. 

Mr- J^ingvyall Jhoutzht that the ai\bject 
got worse tlu; u^ore it waa debated.- The 
day might comQ whpn-' the papifal' ivould 
bo removed, but ho didi^ot'thUilr that any 
n^embor i<)!tt;s,-llOUf9,'!r.Quld£}LfpJ^iaea it.

Mr. Orr aaid various motives had been 
i:ii[HitecKto him in bringing forward this 
resolution— ^it waa a political dodge, leo 
tioiiali.sin, crankyistniland a combination of 
ailoftiioin It was none of them. Hissolo 
intention w.is to prevent tho government 
from expending iiienies upon buildings 
wliicli would bo neees.iary when inoreasod 
repteuentatioii was given. It was in no 
aoiiae a political dodge; the matter was 
one that had cropped up at every election. 
He did nut wish -the site at Vancouver, 
but thnutrht it should be at some place on 
the line of Canadian Pacific, whore it 
v'ould be. nioHt couveiiieiit for members. 
Ill' dill not euro whether it waa 
at \ ale, l''arwoll, ICamloopa, Cache 
ereek, or aonio other point. He 
w as iierfeetiy willing to amoud tho reso- 
liitioii, but thought it should pass iu an 
iinieuded, form, ao that largo aniounts 
would uot Lo.e.xpoiideil on buildings iu Vic- 
toria.

Mr. 'L\ Davie said that attor hearing the 
expression of opinion by the honorable 
introduc-r of the resolution, he could not 
withdraw lii.s amendment. 

ifr. Dunsmuir moved the adjournment of 
tho debate. 

Mr. 'I'. Drtvio said tho resolution web 
iiitroduceo ia a spirit of envy, and merely 
to ri tard the progress ot Victoria. As far 
as a rival oily waa coneeruod ho did not 
think that tbo city of Vancouver would be 
a rival of Nannimo, and as good a town 
might spriiiLT up at ("owiehaii. He at tlrst 
was iiii-luK-il to treat the motion when in- 
troiliu-eil a.s a piece of chat)', but he saw 
now it was merely an envious assault on 
N'ictoria. 

'I'here u-a.-s u (m tlier atlempt to iuduco the 
witlidrawal of the amendment, when tho 
motion to ailjoiirn the debate was put aud 
loBt by a vote of 10 to 11. 

Ou the quostiou "that the words proposed 
to bo struck out form port of the question" 
being put it was lost. 

Ou tbo -imoudnieut being put It was also 
lost on a eb.:se division. 

Tho orioiiial motion was then put and 
lost by u unauiuioUM "uo," not even 
Mr. Orr's voice beiiii^' audible in faror of i^ti

The catiinates of expenditure for 1880 7 
reached Victoria yeatorduy. Thoy ahow a 
in<%rl{«d dacrease as compared with the 
eatimates of the previous year. The pro- 
posed Bspondituro for immigration, legis- 
lation, arts and agriculture, militia, rail- 
ways, public works, mail subsidies, geo- 
logical aurvoy, and misoelJaneouB services 
have been reduced. The'^Sppropriatioiia 
for harbor and river improvements are 
also to be reduced in all the proi(itjc»;,ex- 
cepting ftlanitoba and the Northwest ter- 
ritories. A grant of ?100,000 is asked 
for the maintenancu und repairs of the 
tisheriea protection vessels.

The majority obtained by the Dominion 
government in the recent division was the 
largest ever given in Canada on a motion 
of want of cnnfidencc. The grand com- 
bination of grits, rouges and disaffected 
bluos, formed to upsot the government, 
has ended in an ignominous fizzle. 1- 
haa bsBU dissolved amid scornful laugh- 
ter. Neither party to the contract could 
d;:''iver the goods. The opposition leader 
could not hand over the Ontario grits, and 
Mr. Oirouard failed to produce ,the Que- 
beo bleuB.

The opposition got rather more th-iu 
one-Ufth of the vote from Ontario, three 
sevenths of that from Quebec, one-fourth 
of that from Nova Scotia, one-fifth of that 
from Prince Edward Island, one-four- 
teenth of that from New Brunswick, and 
nothing from Manitoba or British Colum- 
bia. Only one conservative from Ontario 
voted against the government; 



TEE CAPITAL. 



Mr. Orr's motion to refer to a select 
committee of the house the. question as to 
where the capital of the province should 
be permanently located was both ' unne- 
cessary and ill-timed. It brought down 
upon his devoted head not a storm of in- 
dignation, but most marked objections 
from members, who.se expresaioiis wore 
couched in language varying from atarn re- 
proof to mild oxpoBlulatiun and chaff. 
He was respectively accused of bringing 
in the motion as un electioneering dodge, 
as a joke, and as a manifestation of an ill- 
balauced mental condition. The mover, 
however, aaaured the house that ho had 
introduced the motion in all sincerity aud 
mentbned that h« could give the names 
of those who nearly twenty years ago had 
voted f;,r or against the removal of the 
capital from Now VVeslminster to Vicloria. 
Upon a member suggesting that he give 
them, Mr. Orr replied that the motion 
was moved, he thought, by Rfr. Walkoin 
and seconded by Capt. Stamp, and those 
who voted with them' wore, ^ Dr. Ilolinc- 
ken, DeOoamos, O'Reilly,, Spalding, 
Smith (Kootonay), Judge Wood, Elwyn, 
Cox, Maodonald and Kerr; while those 
who were opposed to the change were: 
Birch, Hamloy, Cornwall, Crease and 
Barnard. In the resolution itself out of 
the do^ten ".wheresses" of the preamble, 
nine are'-merelyfitatements of the methods 
by which the capital was changed and the 
only reasons for again changing it, as giv- 
en by the remaining ones, are baaed upon 
presumptions to the eti'ect that 
the trade centres will bo re- 
volutionized by the Canadian Paci- 
fic railway, that the site of such has 
been permanently fixed, and, lastly, the 
assertion (which may at first sight seem 
the most plausible) that the present 
capital is sc ^situated as to be easily ae- 
aailod by an enemy, from land and water. 
The stateme.ntjthatj^it^can^be^ awailed by 
land is^harSly triie - in the ^ordinarily ac- 
cepted aonse, because wo are actually 
completely separated by s, broad stretch 
of water from foruigis territory, and as to 
the assertion that wu are exposed to at- 



tack by sea, we can truly answer that we 
are ofJiciently protected in that roapeot 
by the strongest vessels of war on tlia 
Paoifio-ooaat^<aud that when sn armed 
vessel of an enemy is able to pass Vic- 
toria it will be a black-looking day for the 
rest of the province.

Unexpected Death. 

The community was shocked to hear 
yesterday of the death at an early hour 
that inoriiing of Mr. J. Judaon Younj^, 
deputy -proTinaial treasurer of British 
Columbia: Death, mournful at all times, 
further intensified the sorrow of tho do- 
ceiuud'a faiuily by tlio startling suddon- 
nosa with which it oanio. For two or 
thrne days only hud Mr. Vouiii; boon ail- 
ing and the nature uf hia indiapoaitiori wus 
thought to , be only transient. Shortly 
before S o'clock yesterday morning the 
deceased rcmirked to one of his daughters 
that although he had passed a reatloas 
night, he hoped, from the appearance of 
the day, that ho would soon bo better. 
Leaving the room, iMiss Young returned 
in a few minutes to be shocked to liud 
that her fathor was dead. Assistance was 
Bunimoned but it was seen that the de- 
ceased was past all human help. His end, 
which was so unlooked for, and must have 
been a painless one, is supposed to bo at- 
tributable to diaeaaa of the heart. Mr. 
Yount;, who had held his late position 
■ince 1875, was e son of Capt. Youn;^, R. 
N., and a native of Litchlield, Hants, 
England, where he was born in the year 
1838. Emigrating to Canada in 1857 he 
left tho followinfi year for this province to 
participate in tho gold excitement of tho 
Fraser river. Two years later he obtained 
a clerkahip in tlio coloni.il department and 
also as tho late (Juv. Douglas' private sec- 
retary. When tho colony entered confed 
eratioD lie still remained connected with 
the public service occupying respectively 
the positions of cleik of the executive 
council and treasuiy clerk until receiving 
the important appoint men' which ho ao 
efficiently filled up to the time of his 
death. He was greatly esteemed by all 
who knew him, while in hia family circle, 
which oonsista of two daughters, he was 
B kind and aSectionate father. Ho was 
n member of several socioties and hu.s we 
believe been enabled to rntike surtioiont 
provision for hia children. Tho fiin-^r:!! 
will take pl.ico on Sunday afternoon at 
2 30 o'clock from the family residence on 
Montreal street, and from the 11. E. church 
half an hour later.

Adolphi saloon is now situated, and the 
gaol stood a short distance away. The 
very few prisoners who wuro arrested in 
those early days were summarily tried by 
Judge |Oao>eron,5 who: was then the^only 
magistral^ ojx t>sl?«l'^y^' c^nfic^ed 
tho prisoners were at onca compelled to 
work on tho publo ronda. Governor 
Blaiichard came to tho province in ISoS, 
under no salary, I'ut waa to have 1000 
acres of land. Whon he arrived ho found 
this townaite a niiisa uf rcick and awamp; 
but being a man of wealth, he paid his own 
expenses and discharged the duties of the 
office. 

The old log gaol, which ivaa but a short 
diatance from tho walls that encloaod the 
fort, waa the only place uf detention ne- 
ceSHary until the Koldon days of 1858, 
when tho corner stone of the proaent 
brick building waa laid, Mr. Trounce be- 
ing the afthiteiMi?*°It'»"was completed in 
1859 and answered riot only for gaol piir- 
posea, l)Ut wa.s also used as an armory un- 
til tho date of tho conntruction of tho 
drill ahuu when the firearms were removed 
to that place. What is now the city police 
barracks room waa used in 1859 iind later 
on for Methodist church purposes, while 
the courts wore also held within its halls, 
justice, religion and defence being thus 
made coni|)anion8. It afterwards became 
a debtor's prison. 

There were lively limes in 1858 9, from 
10,000 to r.'.OOO people being then in 
Victoria, principally minora duah with 
gold from the diggings. Theru waa main- 
tained a stall' of police numbering about 
tvventy and a largo gaol guard. L)r. J. S. 
Helmcken has been the gaolaurgeou from 
tho tune the lockup waa under the adinin- 
iatr.atioo of Sir Janioa Douglas, who was 
governor of tho liud3(jira Bay company 
duritig the 'uOs, and afterwards, for sii 
years, governor of Vancouver Island and

Since the erection of the brick building 
fronting on Bastion i<quai'o ihe premises 
have at various tunes been added to and 
enclosed, the last'udditiun being about 
six months ago, when throe new cells wore 
erected. In . .a-.,^ fe.w,^ . days its use- 
fulness will ' KiiyB ""Ijepartod and the 
spacious and . hanljis'onie ' promison ou 
Topaz avenue will' have taken its iilace as 
a peuittiUtiary. It is the intculiou of the 
provincial government to pull dowu tliu old 
prison that has .icrved tho ends of justice 
for ninny years, and erect thereon a hand- 
some building for supreme and county 
court purposes 

l>uring its occupation nine prisuiuirH nave 
undergone the Hevorcst sentence of the hi'v. 
TLo tirst wore three ludianu, who in 1859 
were hanged in the little yard to the left of 
tho brick building, for firing ou a man-of- 
war. Later, Indian Ton' was hanged for 
murdering his wife. Tom, a Chemainus 
Indian, was hanged for killing a whito man; 
Archewau and lour otberii for killing a 
white man and a girl at Saturiia Island; a 
white man named Bell wu.s hanged for kill- 
ing another at Nauaimo; .Schooley for mur- 
deiing his fatLer-iu-liiw, Councillor Fore- 
man; Lemon, n French iialf-brced, for 
murdoring au Indian. Tho last nuirderer 
who snlloied death was llogers, in 1885, for 
shooting a brother penitentiary guard at 
New 'WestmiUster. 

In the innec^ord) just izi front of entrance 
to the wooden cells, a terrible tragedy was 
enacted in.tbe summer of 1860. "Captain 
John, " a noted chief of the Hydah tribe, 
had been arrested, along with his brother- 
in-law, for Kuma otTenco. As the constables 
were Heurching the two ludiaiig, they sud- 
denly drew knives and .savagely assaulted 
tho constables. Tho . hitter fired in self- 
dcfeuco and both men fell dead.

Horrible Brutalities of tir' 
pulnce. „

J>uuLiN, ^[arcli S. — The fmiprul of 
Fiiialy, tlic imirdered bailiff, took plucc 
on Saturday, and the details conncct- 
•>d witli it exiiibited in a most Hhock- 
iiig way tlie barbarous .spirit of iho 
|ieop)o. With fjroat difficulty the ijolict; 
proi;urcd a place of burial for the re- 
niaiuH, admission to the usual f^ruvi;- 
yaril being refused. Ultimately thry 
wero interred in a small disu.scd pri- 
vate burial ground situated on ihc Bal- 
lynagan property. 'l{o;One atteiidcd'tha 
funeral but Finaly's^idoir, Mri' Lewiw 
and his brother, Mr. Lewis' steward, 
Mr. Donney, and the police under the 
command of >Mr. Dixon, district in- 
spector. In Woodford a man went 
shouting through the street "Fuuly's 
soul is ia hell, aud, that^is^ whgrja .it 
ought to be," The cdfiin. wlncK' w4g ob- 
tained from the workhouse at Lough- 
rea, as no one in Woodford would sup- 
l)ly it, had to ho taken out of the town 
bv a back way instead of through the 
main street, in order to avoid a hostile 
demonstration. Despite this prectfutiou 
the loud laughter and joyous shouts of 
the people could be distinctly heard. 
The brother of the murdered man 
naturally wished to attend ^thn funer- 
al, and came to the door for the pur- 
l>ose of joining the miserable proces- 
sion, but they cried out to him, "(.Jo 
back, doii'cdare to-attenJ the funeral," 
and through fear be did not go.' The 
police were obliged to procure a sphdo 
to dig the grave themaelves, even a 
spade to dig it being refused. A guard 
of constabulary had to bo placed over 
the grave on Saturday night to prevent 
thb desecration of it. 

The murderers of Finaly did not 
think their hatred sufficiently satisfied 
by shooting him through the chest, 
but after his death, as there is good 
reason to believe, they disoharRed his 
own revolver into his mouth. He had 
riccived a wound in the left hand in 
the Crimea which- disabled it^'and this 
left him less power of resistance. Hie 
miserablelvriarfW is left absolutely des- 
olate, arid has' no prospect -but the 
poorhouse. 

£asterii Canada. ITIaii. 

(Per Northera Pacific Railway) 
WiARTO.v, March 25. — A fire took 
place about three miles from here at 
about 8 o'clock last night in a houaa 
oct;uj)ied by Wm. Baily, a farmer, in 
which Mr. Baily and liia hired man 
(name unknown) were burned to death. 
"The flames were far advanced when the 
neighbors got to the Qre, and tlie out- 
side doors were found locked. Bailey 'h 
horses were found in the stable Btill 
harnessed, as he had just returned 
home. The whole matter is shrouded 
in mystery. Inquest to-morrow. 

OiTAWA, Out., MaroK 23.- The 
Llexican government has expressed a 
desire to have reciprocity in criminals 
with the Domii'ion of Canada. A fugi- 
tive from justi;e named Sontt, who 
was smplpyed in the Merchants' Bank 
at Winnipeg,- which in<"if.ution he went 
through for several thousand dollars 
last fall, is now being brought home 
from Mexico, where he had gone, be- 
lieving that, ns no extradition treaty 
is existing between that country and 
Canada, he would be free from capture. 
In this be was mistaken, as the Mex- 
ican government, when made aware of 
the facts. of the case^ immediatflly- con- 
sentod to his b^irig taken back - to Ca- 
nada by th« Dominion officers who 
went after him. The officers who are 
bringing Scott were instructwd lo re- 
turn by the way of Liverpool, and 
take a steamer from there direct to 
Canada, and mot ''bring itha| prisop^rj 
through the^Jnited'Siates, jbs tb^ mo- 
ment he got a foothold there he could 
claim the protection of the American 
flag, and refu.se to come over to Cana- 
da till his extradition was ordered by 
the United States authorities. This is 
the second instance in which the gov- 
ernment of Mexico has acted in a 
similar way.

Nkw YoiiK, March 3L — An Athens 
cable says: April Cth is the anniver 
sary of the independence of Greece, and 
it is believed that that' day will be se- 
lected by the chamber to declare war. 
Russian olBcers; "lately in Suda bay, 
say that at the first hostile intimation 
the allied fleet are ex])ected to institute 
a blockade while a Turkish army of 
200,000 will march on a Greek army 
of 90,000, of almost untrained men, 
and will try to invade. All concluaions 
are that war is imminent.
